NEW YORK. Oct. 4. Opcratins
agreements between the Internation-
al Mercantile Marine Co., an Ameri-
can corporation, and the British gov-

ernment did not atTect the com-
pany's American flag shlpa. even be-ior- e

the drafting of a supplementary
agreement requested by the ship-
ping board P. A. S. Franklin, presi-
dent of the International Mercunt.le
Marine, told members of the board
at a special meeting here Tuts lay.

The hiaiNg was called to obtain
from Mr. Franklin a recital of de-

tails of the British agreement which
was attacked by Sen. Jones of Wash-
ington. Sen. Jones charged it bound
the company "to pursue no policy
injurious to the interests of the Br.t-is- h

merchant marine or of P.ritish
trade."

"During 19 years of operating un-

der these agreements." Mr. Frank-
lin said, "we have never been in-

terfered with by the British govern-
ment in the management of our ships
and no restraint of any kind h:id
been placed upon ua.'

Mr. Franklin emphasized that the
company was an American corpora-
tion. 9Zi per cent of its stock being
owned by American citizens.
